Liberal representation was 
sliced from 23 to 15, Liberal-Progres- 
sives and Progressives were all but 


erased from the prairie slate. 

Hon. Bennett, Conservative lead- 
er, who saw 44 of his partisans 50} 
down to defeat on the prairies four 
years ago, was one of the first to be | 
conceded election in the West. His | 
Libera] opponent, C. C. McLaurin, lost 
his deposit, defeated by 8,000. In their 
quest for votes yesterday, the Conser- 
vatives gained three seats in Alberta, 
besides that of their leader in Calgary 
‘West; seven in Saskatchewan, .and an 
even dozen in Manitoba, 

Notables Fall 

The sweep to the Conservatives was 
mo respecter of notables. It snowed 
under Hon, Chas. Dunning, minister 
of finance, in Regina, where F. W. 
Turnbull, K. C., won by 4,000 votes. It | 
crushed Hon, T. A. Crerar, minister of 
railways and canals, in Brandon and 
gave victory by almost 2,000 ballots to 
D. W. Beaubier, veteran hotel man 
who had made several vain attempts 
to gain a seat in Parliament. 

By more than 1,000 votes, Premier 
Mackenzie King retained his Prince 
Albert seat, but only after he had 


trailed George Braden, Conservative, | 


through half of the counting. Only on 
the tally of the last poll did Hon. Chas. 
Stewart, minister of the interior, gain 
re-election in Edmonton West by a 
bare 71 votes. Hon. W. R. Motherwell, 
70-year-old minister of agriculture, 
made the best showing of the prairie 
cabinet members, his vote exceeding 
the total of his Conservative and 
Farmer opponents.
